One’s Development, 


if Good Habits Are 


Implanted at an Early Age. 


By Mrs, Donald H. Bell, National 
Kindergarten Association, 
New York. : 

“Come on, Mary—time to go to 
bed,” calls mother from the window. 

“I don’t want to go to bed,” comes 
back in a whiney voice, 

How many hundreds of times do 
we hear this? And WHY all this 
fuss about going to bed? Did our 
ancestors have so much trouble? 
When bedtime came they) rocked the 
baby, yes, and the older sister, too, 
until they were asleep! True, it took 
a good deal of mother's time,, but 
every one in the household planned 
on that hour being given to the chil- 
dren's bedtime, and that was that! 
It never mattered how tired or 
harassed mother was, either. 


But this is a new generation, and 
we know, or are supposed to know, 
that our babies are a great deal bet- 
ter if put in their cribs and left to go 
to sleép by themselves. Yet ‘almost 
every day, we hear some young 
mother say that she doesn’t seem to 
to be able to get Mary or John to 
bed before ten o’clock. There is no 
question but that this new “Daylight 
Saving. Time” afforded a wonderful 
loop-hole for many young mothers 
who wanted to be out riding or at a 
movie and couldn't possibly do either 
if their children were in bed. It 
sounded so reasonable and seemed 
sucha perplexing problem when one 
said, “This daylight saving is wreck- 
ing my routine, Mary thinks it is 
still daytime, and won't go to sleep, 
so: there is no-use in putting her to 
bed.” But doesn't this same little 
Mary go to sleep at nap-time, which 
{s in the middle of the day? 

No, it is hardly fair to blame any 
kind of time for our weak disct- 
plinary measures, Ifa child has, from 
babyhood, been put to bed when he 
or she. is supposed to go to sleep, 
the..assoctation will remain, and the 
kind of Ught will have very little to 
do with it, And, too, wise mothers 
are careful to avoid the discussion 
of these things within hearing of the 
little tots. 

“Come on, Betty, come on for a 
ride,” calls Ruth from her car on the 
drive, 

“O, I should put Suzanne to bed, 
Ruth. Still, she probably won’t. go 
to sleep. it is so light. O, dear, I 
dan't know what 'to do.” 

“Come on, the poor youngster can’t 
sleep. How would you like to go to 
bed when it is as light as:this?” 

“TU. admit J wouldn't like it,” 
laughs the young mother, as she 
starts to pick up the baby from the 
porch floor. 

Suzanne is a year old; her mother 
knows it ts her bedtime and that she 
should have a bath, and be put to 
bed, so she had no one but herself to 
blame, when “returning two hours 
later, Suzanne cries and fusses while 
being undressed. And as time. goes 
on, and Suzaiine ‘develops into a “I 
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don’t want to go to bed” child, Betty 
should realize that this is the result 
of her own weakness. 

So mothers, try to start early 
with the right bedtime habits, 

Remember, habits are acquired by 
experience and. training. The devel- 
opment of habits begins at birth, and 
at a surprisingly early date the child 
may exhibit reactions to sleep which 
if persisted in will form undesirable 
habits. Desirable habits are easily 
formed, however, if only a regular 
routine is adhered to and each prob- 
lem solved as it appears.

Fifteen million automobiles have 
been junked in the United States 
since 1930—and about a fifth of that 
number were manufactured prior to 
1927. But in spite of this, there re. 
main in use some 9,000,000 automo- 
biles which are more than seven 
years old. The life of the average 
automobile of 1934 Is estimated at 
eight years, as compared to an av- 
erage of seven years in 1929. Since 
1930 a total of about 10,200,000 new 
cars have been sold. 


Led by 
Island Exiles 


On a burned and blackened vol- 
canic island that rises precipitously 
from the sea nearly 600 miles west 
of the South American republic of 
Ecuador is gathered an asténishing 
assortment of queer human beings, 
says the Kansas City Times. An ac- 
count of the lives of these persons 
on lonely Charles island furnishes 
an incredible, almost unbelievable 
story. 

Weird stories of strange happen- 
ings on the bleak, lava-¢trewn bit 
of land that once was a convict set- 
tlement have been filtering’ into civ- 
ilized haunts of man. Captains and 
crews of small trading vessels which 
put in at the island have told many 
outlandish yarns of the inhabitants 
and their modes of living. So dis- 
turbing were the accounts that the 
government of Ecuador sent officials 
to the isolated point of land to in- 
vestigate. The inhabitants of the {fs- 
land were questioned and their meth- 
ods of living were tmquired ‘into. 
Then an official report of the investi- 
gation was filed with the Kcuador- 
ean government and authentic infor- 
mation about. the island was: made 
available. And, surprising thing, the 
report substantiates. the aay nied 
accounts that have been coming 
the. island. 

This barren, jagged, rocky island 
whose shores -are washed by the 
equatorial waters of the Pacific has 
nine inhabitants. The cast of char- 
acters: : 


Friederich Ritter of Berlin, emi- 
nent German physician, dentist and 
philosopher, who left a ‘brilliant 
career in Germany to seek a mod- 
ern Eden on the Pacific island. 

His mate, Frau Dore Strauch Koer- 
wein, who went..to the island with 
him from her German home. She 
and Ritter forsook civilization to live 
a life of peace, which, they charged, 
modern civilization denied them. 

Baroness Bousequet de Wagner of 
Vienna, who went to the island after 
Ritter and his helpmate. Soon after 
her arrival she set herself up as “em- 
press” of the isle and governs her 
“kingdom” clad usually only in ab- 
breviated pink silk panties and 
armed with a”22-caliber pistol. 


Phillipsen, Alonzo, and Arends, 
men companions of the “empress” 
who came to the island with her. 

A German couple, names unknown, 
and their infant child, born soon 
after their arrival on the desert is- 
land, “ ee 

Ritter and Frau Koerwien were the 


first Inhabitants of. the isle, They} {. 
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landed there with a pick and shovel 
and a bag of seeds and perhaps a 
score of books, among them a volume 
of Lao-tse, the ancient Chinese mys- 
tic, Ritter refused an offer of a pro- 
fessorship at Freiburg, and left be- 
hind a brilliant career as an experi- 
menter in nutrition when he’ left Ger- 
many seeking a lonely spot to “live 
his own life.” He and his woman 
companion landed on the island in 
1929 and have lived there since. 

They are vegetarians and will not 
touch the fish, turtle eggs, wild pig, 
birds, wild goats, or other meat 
which is.abundant on.the island. 

Fruit, vegetables, nuts and’ occa- 
sionally a little chicken forms their 
only food, Everything they partake 
is mashed into'a pulp before it en- 
ters their mouths.. A dentist, Ritter, 
has extracted all his teeth and those 
of Frau Koerwin, It is-ene of the 
theories that teeth are a cause of 
shortened lives. With their teeth out, 
he believes he and. his. ‘companions 
may attain ages of at least one hun- 
dred and eight years. However, to 
assist them in. their mastication, he 
has made:sets of rubber teeth which 
they slip into their mouths at meal 
times. 


The .two food enthusiasts live 
either in a one-room shack built of 
rough timber or in a faded tent near 
a spring. Their homes are remote 
and: accessible: only by climbing a 
stony path which winds up a steep, 
mountainous way. 
the path is a bell with a sign in- 
structing chance visitors’ to ring it 
before they approach “The Hermi- 
tage,” which is the title they have 
given their home. The signal is to 
warn the two exiles, as, when they 
are alone they wear no clothing. It 
happens on the average of from six 
to eighteen months—that they don a 
bit of covering. At other times they 
go absolutely naked.

It is a wiser and 
more creditable:performance to prac- 
tice archery than to loll on the 
beach in the sun in a state of total 
torpor. And I should Hke to ask 
just why? 


The whole charm of. time to your- 

self lies in your capacity to squan- 
der it—foolishly, thriftlessly and in 
a way that contributes nothing 
whatsoever to your moral or intel- 
lectual progress. Otherwise it sim- 
ply is not leisure--it is a form: of 
work pursued with no prospect of 
being paid for it.

We have become so accustomed 
to the idea that industry is a virtue 
that we have almost forgotten that 
life holds anything else. The mil-

sis. The man or woman who feels 
that every minute must be produc- 
tively spent is a victim of the fool- 
ish and puritanical belief that the 
busy little bee is a fit model] for hu- 
man activity. 

The only hour that is ever wasted - 
is the hour when you are bored. 
Nothing that you enjoy doing is ever 
a waste of time. If your enjoyment 
runs to the reading of wild west- 
ern magazines, why, go to it. If 
you are happy sitting at a cafe table 
and sipping cool drinks all after- 
noon, run along and enjoy yourself. 

And do not let any efficiency ex- 
pert of human energies tell you that 
you would be better employed learn- 
ing tap dancing or how to play the 
saxophone.
